SEVERAL HUNDRED WOMEN

Flames Spread with Great Rapidity 
and Soon Escape Was Cut Off.

aKnsas City, Mo., May 8 —fFire this 
afternoon destroyed the five-story Uni- 
versity building) at the northwest cor- 
ner of Locust and Ninth streets, caus- 
ing a property loss estimated at a 
quarter of a million dollars. One life 
was lost, six persons are missing, and 
may be buried in the ruins, and fifteen 
persons were more op less’ seriously in- 
jured. The debris is still burning to- 
_pight, and cannot be searched titll  to- 
morrow: . 

The building was occupied by Mont- 
gomery Ward & Co., as offices, and by 
numerous artists and musicians, wno 
lost everything.

Grover Cleveland Laid Cornerstone. 

The University building was built by 
the Pepper estate, of Philadelphia, for 
thee Young Men’s Christian Association. 
and the eornerstone was laid by Presi-; 
dent Cleveland, during his first admin- 
istration. 

The building was of brick, five stories 
high, and extendeq one hundred feet 
north on ‘Locust tsreet, and half a block 
west on Ninth street. Because of the 
unsafe condition of the building it was 
abandoned by the’ Young Men’s Christian 
Association ten years ago. Since then 
the first ana second floors have been 
occupied by Montgomery, Ward & Co., 
who used it as offices, and employed 
two hunGred clerks, mostly girls. It 
contains two small auditoriums, one of 
which, on the third floor, is used by the 
Kansas City Anthenaeum, which | was 
holding a session when the fire started 
today, half 2 hundred prominent wom- 
en being in attendance. The third, 
fourth and fifth floors were occupied by 
artists and musicians, and sol..e of the 
upper rooms were used as living apart- 
ments. There is but one elevator in 
the building, adjoining a stairway, the 
only means of exit. 

Escape Was Cut Off. 

The fire started a few minutes before 
$ o’clock in the basement if a quan- 
tity of twine in the Montgomery, Ward 
storeroom, close to the levator. Ten 
minutes after the fire broke out, the 
flames began shutting up the elevator 
shaft, and the escape, save by the fire 
escapes, were shut off. ; 

The halls quickly filled with a dense 
emoke, and ten minutes later, when the 
first fire apparatus arrived on the scene, 
people crowed almost every window ap- 
pealing for help, whiles cores of others, 
mostly women, and girls, filled the fire 
escapes, and were climbing wildly 
the ground. 

George. DeMare, aged 32 years, 
{nstructor, in the Central High school, 
and a portrait painter, jumped from his 
studio window on the fifth floor, and 
was picked up dead. 

Russian Countess May Die. 

Miss Alexandria Blumberg, a Russian 
countess, who came to America two 
years ago, had a studio on the fifth 
floor, was overcome by smoke, and car- 
ried from her room by a fireman, who 
started down a ladder with her. The 
fireman below, in their excitement, turn- 
@éd a stream of water on them, blocking 
them from the ladder. Miss Blumberg 
was picked up unconscious, suffering 
from a fractured skull, and may die. 
‘The fireman was painfully injured. 

There was many thrilling escapes, Miss 
Helen Burns, who had a studio on the 
fourth floor, stood at a winaow, caiung 
for help while flames played within a 
few Affect of her.

The Jails Are Full. 

“The jails are filled, and temporary 
jails are being utilized. In some cag 
prisoners enter their place of incarcetau- 
tion, ang are never heard from again. 
The whole family of Juna iVteri, includ- 
ing the servants, were recently thrown 
into prison. Viteri is a banker, and 
one of the wealthiest men in the repub- 
lic. A few hours after the attempted 
assassination, an official reached his 
house, and Viteri got wind of the af- 
fair, and escaped, put Cabrera ordered 
his wife, children and servants to be 
sent to prison until the man was ap- 
prehended.

Mexico Won’t Go to War. 

Mexico will.not’ go to war with Gua- 
temala over the extradition of General 
Jose Maria Lima, charged with com- 
plicity in’ the assassination of General 
Manuel Linzandre Barillas, former 
president of ‘Guatemela, who was 
killed in the City. of Mexico. This fact 
was offlically stated by Minister of 
Foreign Relations Mariscal today. The 
decision of ‘the government reached is 
irrevocable. 

For the third time, Mexico has ad- 
dresseqg Guatemala in regard to the af- 
fairs. In the last note. the govern- 
ment pointed out the extreme patience 
with which it had acted, and warned 
President Cabrera of the light in which 
he would be placed before the world in 
case of his refusal to acquiesce to 
Mexico’s request. Until a reply to this 
last request is received, no cabinet meet- 
ings will be held.

Washington, May 8.—Attorney General 
Bonaparte today recommended that the 
sentence of John William January, 
alias Charles W. Anderson, be commut- 
ed. He recommends that the sentence 
be fixed at three months from the date 
of his rearrest, and that he be par- 
doned at the end of that time, namely 
July 19, 190%. The president has ap- 
proved the attorney general’s recom- 
mendation. 

Why Bonaparte Held January.

“I consider it very important, as a 
matter of public policy, ‘to discourage 
attempts to escape “among prisoners, 
such attempts impair the discipline 
of penal institutions, expose their of- 
ficers to dangers, and “when success- 
ful. seriously weaken: the Salutary de- 
terrent effects of punishment for crime. 
AS against this must be weighed the 
eminently beneficial effect, as a matter, 
of public policy, of encouraging the 
real information of convicts. The or- 
derly and law abiding life of the pe- 
titioner cannot, indeed, be regarded as 
equivalent to meritorious public ser- 
vice in the army or navy, but it is

Dealings of Water Commis— 
sioner Thumas f, Stacks May 
Be Investigated, 


HE IS CHARGED, IT 1S SAID, 
WITH RECEIVING REBATES 
ON COAL FOR WATERWORKS 


Whole Matter, It Is Believed, Came 
Out in Secret Meeting of Water 
Board Yesterday—Stecks De- 
clines to Make Statement. 
What Reports Say. 


Because of certain reports connecting 
the name of Commissioner Thomas F. 
Stocks with being interested in a pe- 
cuniary way with the purchase of coal 
by the city, the water board, it {s said, 
has started an investigation and’ has 
notified the commissioner, so he may 
be ready with ‘any defense he may have 
wish to make. 

The matter has been in the air for 
several days, and it was thought there 
would be some _ sort of culmination 
when the board met yesterday afternoon, 
The board held an executive session 
that lasted three or four hours, and all 
the while Commissioner Stocks was 
present. Executive sessions are very 
rare with the water board. 

When the board adjourned no member 
who had been present would make any 
statement. Inefact, each one when seen 
declared that there was nothing that 
could be saiq at present. 

From the fact that the long seeret 
meeting was held with Commissioner 
Stocks present, cdupled with the current 
rumors that have been circulated, it is 
believed that an investigation has been® 
ordered, and that the whole matter will 
be made public some day this or next 
week. 

What Charges May Be. 
is asid that Commissioner Stocks 
will be charged with having been pe- 
cuniarily interested witu the Ragland 
Coal Company, of Ragland, Ala., from 
which the water works department pur- 
chased its supply of coal. 

It is said that the water board has 
received information to the effect that 
the president of the Ragland Coal Com- 
pany, W. P. Brown. hag cuarged that 
Commissioner Stocks received pay- 
ments from the company on the coal pur- 
chased by the department. 

It is understood that the board will in- 
vite President Brown to come to Atilan- 
ta and make good his charges, if he has 
made such statements as have been 
credited to him. 

While Comr&issioner Stocks would not 
make any kind of a statement to The 
Constitution, it is saiq his friends as- 
sert that he denies any such gharges as 
have been brought out, or will be 
brought out, and that he wil stand 
ready to court a full investigation if one 
is deemed necessary. ! 

The water bdard is treating the mat- 
ter with the greatest care, and is en- 
deavoring to keep the details from the 
public until such time as President 
Brown, of the coal company, can appear, 
and Commissioner Stocks can make a 
full defense.

Pittsburg, .May 8—When the trial 
of Frank Emmett, J. Jay Dunn and 
Charles L. Close, charged with con- 
spiracy in furnishing defective boiler 
tubes to the government for warships, 
was regumed today in the United States 
district court, Emmett, who has turned 
state’s evidence, was the first wit- 
ness. He made the startling statement 
that defective tubes that had been 
stamped with the inspector's stamp, 
procured by forcing a desk where the 
stamp was kept, were subjected to a 
water pressure of but 50 pounds instead 
of the required 1,000 to the square 
inch. 

The witness said that he was told by 
Dunn and Close to save all the tubes 
possible, even after they had been re- 
jected by the government inspectors. 
This, he said, often resulted in tubes 
being filed and the defects patched up, 
after which the tubes were again put 
for inspection. The appearance, he 
said, was the same as a perfect tube, 
and no surface defect could be found. 

“We fooled Inspector Gleason lots 
of times regarding the filing,” said 
Emmett. “When he would reject tubes 
we would sometimes file tubes for their 
entire length and then put them in for 
inspection as perfect material. This 
was always done while the inspectors 
were away. We would have about 
forty-five or fifty fillers going most of 
the time.”

New York, May 8—Mrs. Maria Vito 
and her mother, Mrs. Maria Brigneli, 
were literally slashed to pieces with 


razors in théir east side home earty to- 
day.. Giovanni Vito, the busband of 
the younger woman, is under arrest, 
charged with the crime. It is alleged 
that he killed the women aftr a quar- 
rel which followed their refusal to 
give him money. Vito denies that he 
is guilty, however, and stoutly main- 
tains that his wife and mother-in-law 
werg killead by two men who broke 
ir.to the house and with whom he fought. 

In support of his story he exhibited 
to the police a cut On one of his hands 
which he declares was inflicted by 
one of the murderers. Hig story is 
substantiated by his $S$-year-old son. 
The police give the story, little cred- 
erce, as Vito and the child were the 
only persons in the apartment when 
the police, who had been informed of 
the murder, came to the house, forced 
an entrance. All the déoors of the 
apartment had been locked up. Inside 
they found Vito fully dregsed, stand- 
ing in the center of the room. 

Blood was everywhere, and on the 
floor, midway between the bed and a 
window, lay the lifeless body of Mrs. 
Vito, her head nearly severed. The 
bocy was frightfully slashed, and a 
broken razor was found still sticking 
in one of the wounds. On the fire 
escape, just outside the window, was 
found the body of Mrs. Brignoli, prac- 
tically covered with wounds. Under 
a bed in the Vito apartments the po- 
lice found a second blood-stained razor 
and on a dressing case a razor, which 
bore the imprints of four blood-stained

He had not worked 
at his trade for several years, how- 
ever, and his father-in-law declared 
that in all that time he had lived from 
the earnings of his wife, who was em- 
ployed in a shirtwaist factory. .

Masonic ritual for such occasions being

The stone was testeq with the com- 
pass and the .square and plaster with 
the names of the ofucers of the several 
local lodges engraved, were placed in the

Atlanta’s new Masonic temple Will 
have two cornerstones, a distinction en- 
joyed by very few such edifices 
throughtout the world. The cornerstone 
of the first temple begun in Atlanta fifty 
years ago was laid side by side with 
the new, unopened, and Past Grand 
Master Norris, of Iowa, alluded very 
feelingly to the zeal that animated this 
pioneer Masonic body in the Gate City 
of the south a half century ago. 

The Iowa past grand master also 
spoke impressively of the fact that 
Georgia, the Empire state of the south, 
from its infancy as a colony, had been 
greatly imbuec with the Masonic 
spirit, as the first Masonic charter 

granted the young colony in 1753 bore 
the signature of the grand master of 

England, who was a high dignitary 
under the British crown in thgt period 

ef England's history. 

From this small band, the order had 
flourished in this state both in char- 
acter and numbers until now it num- 
bers nearly 30,000 in this state. The 
prosperity, too, of which Georgia is 
now but enjoying the spregtide, in 
the great output of its factories, 
mines and marts, is shared alike, too, 
by the Masons, he said, as exempli- 
fied in the magnificent structure here 
to be erected. 

Norris Was Well Recefved. 

These features of the Iowa past 
granc master’s address were received 
with a great degree of pleasure and 
interest by the vast throng of Magons 
and their friends present on this aus- 
picious occasion. 

The exercises proper, preceding the 
principal address, were under the !{m- 
mediate @irection of Grand Master 
Qfax Meyerhardt,.of Rome After cer- 
tain features of the ritual had been 
given on the Peachtree side of the 
platform, the. Georgia grand master 
proceeded to the corner stone at the

o. and gave an earnest invocation to 

the Divine Ruler above upon the tem-

Deputy Grand Master Thomas H. Jef- 
fries, from a silver goblet, poured into 
the ‘receptacle several grains of corn, as 
emblematic of the corn of plenty and the 
bounteous harvest; Grand Senior Waraen 
Gienry Banks poured in the wine of joy 
and gladness, and Grand Junior Warden 
George M. Napier the oil of peace and 
plenty, and these ceremonies, although 
quite brief, were also very impressive to 
the large concourse gathered. 

After these exercises of dedication 
proper were concluded, the orater, Past 
Grand Master William H. Norris, of Iowa, 
delivered the address of the occasion 
from an improvised rostrum at the south- 
east corner of the platform, being wittily 
introduced by Grand Master Max Meyer- 
hardt, of Georgia, who got off two laugh- 
able jokes on the genial past grand mas- 
ter of the corn state, who enjoyed them 
immensely. 

Mr. Norris is a lawyer in his home 
state, is a handsogre, portly man, with 
expressive features and an impressive 
manner of delivery. He dissipated some 
erroneous ideas existing about Masonry, 
that it was not so “secret” as the preva- 
lent belief would have it, and that it 
might be more fitly described as ‘‘pri- 
vate,” rather than secret, as its constl- 
tution and tenets were published to the 
world, the secret feature being the sym- 
bols by which they might distinguish 
one another in afy part of the world. 


Tribute to Georgia Sons. 

The origin ef Masonry was allegorical, 
said he, taught by symbols and incul- 
eating brotherly love wherever the hu- 
man family is found. on the face of the 
globe. The speaker paid a glowing, trib- 
ute to the citizenry of Georgia, and in- 
‘sisted that Masonry did not advocate 
politics, distinguish between creeds or 
acknowledge allegiance to @ Caesar,. al- 
though its tenets did teach obedience to 
the laws of one’s country and of hig God. 

It did not aim to supplant thé church, 
asserted the speaker, yet its teachings 
inculcated the principles of morality and 
devotion to the Supreme Being. Mr.

San Francisco, May 8.—A conference 
was held in the mayor's office -today be- 
tween Mayon Schmitz, Patrick Calhoun, 
president of the United railways, and 
Richard Cornelius, president of the Car 
Men’s Union.

Police Did Good Work. 

The temper of the police was radical- 
ly ‘different from that of yesterday. To- 
day they showed a disposition to watch 
the cars and to prevent union men from 
throwing missiles. Each car was manned 
by half a dozen men, none of whom 
were armed.

Nearly all the other 
wounds. proved to be superficial and 
most of the wounded have been removed 
to their homes.

Panic broke out on board the vessel 
when she grounded, and a great number 
of terror-stricken people jumped  over- 
board.

Customs officials at Rincon de Her- 
rero saved fifty out of the three nundred 
passengers, who are said to have beerf 
drowned. Several steamers have left 
here for the scene of the wreck, and tne 
government is doing everything possible 
to succor the shipwrecked peopie. 

An official dispatch from Rincon de 
Herrero says that up to !0 o'clock this 
morning nearly two hundred of the pas- 
sengers of the stranded steamer had 
been rescued, and were being’ sent to 
this city.

The convention also went on record 
as approving the present plan of legis- 
lative representation at Washington. 

Another important matter—the mest 
important from the standpoint of the 
general public—was the decision to 


finterrogate all candicates for congress 


on the live issues affecting the inter- 
est of working men, with particular 
reference to  anti-injunction legisla- 
tion. This simply means that candi- 
dates for congress must answer un- 
equivocably questions vital to labor’s 
imterest before they receive the sup- 
port of organized labor. 

The claims committee was not ready 
with its report; as had been expected, 
and in Meu thereof the day was largely 
devoted to the consideration of the grand 
master’s report, which covered 115 print- 
ed pages. 

Invitations were received during the 
day to attend services at the North Ave- 
nue Presbyterian church next Sunday 
morning, the various fraternal orders, 
the Youmg Men’s Christian Association, 
and the skating rink. 

Tonight the Bijou theater has been sold 
out, and the delegates will attend in @ 
body. 

Among the prominent arrivals last 
night was J. H. Hall, of Toronto, legal 
representative of the order in the 
Dominion of Canada. 

Addresses Are Delivered. 

The morning session was called to 
order shortly after 9 o'clock, and work 
was gotten at with dispatch.

He Claims That at Asheville, N. Ce 
He Found the Body of the Bo 
Lord Beresford, Embalbed,. 
and Standing on a 
Pedestal, 


Rome, Ga, May 6.~(Special. )—A. most 
wonderful story has just been told by a 
prominent Rome lawyer who has just 
returned from New York of the final end 
of the Celebrated crook, Lord Beresford, 
who has exploited himself in his partic- 
ular > line al] over this country and in 
Durape. 

The gentleman who tellg the story was 
returning ‘from New’ York’ a few days 
ly and stopped a day or so at Ashe 

e. He had occasion to st 
undertaker’ s establishment. While aie 
versing with the proprietor he glanced 
around and saw standing on a pedestal 
the real Lord Beresford perfectly 
embalmed and looking just ag he did in 
life. The gentleman had no doubt of 
his identity, as he knew him well, hav- 
ing represented him as one of his lead- 
ing counsel during his ‘various trials in 

Rome, and saw him every day for many 
months. 

The proprietor of the undertaking es- 
tadlishment said that Lord Beresford 
had come to Asheville many months ago, 
accompanied by a physician and a train- 
ed nurse, and representing himself as a 
man of great wealth. He was very ill. 
He died about five months ago, and his 
body was embalmed by the undertaker 
and placed in an expensive casket, pre- 
paratory to shipment to hig relatives in 
England. The doctor, the nurses, the 
hotel keeper and the undertaker cabled 
to England to the address given by Lord 
‘Beresford as that of his relatives, but 
no such people could be found, and their 


bills remained unpaid. The undertaker. 


has since then been using his body as 
an advertisement of the embalming de- 
partment of his establishment. He stated 
that Beresford came to Asheville under 
an assumed name, and that since he had 
been on exhibition no less than six dif- 
ferent women hed appeared claiming 
that he had married them under different 
names, taken their money and disap- 
peared. They all wanted his body. 

Beresford will be remembered as the 
party who appeared in Rome about fif- 
teen years ago, representing himself to 
be the agent of an English syndicate, and 
proposed to buy the BWtna Tron Works 
from the Hamiltons. He obtained a sum 
of money from Hamilton & Co. on & 
bogus check drawn on the Bank of Eng- 
land, and skipped out. He was captured, 
brought back and tried for forgery and 
convicted and sentenced to six years in 
the Georgia ‘penitentiary. After .serving 
a portion of his sentence he was pardon- 
ed out. . Pending the hearing of his case 
in the supreme court of this state, Beres- 
ford, who had been released on bond, 
skipped out, went to New York and tried 
to blackmail his mother-in-law. He was 
captured and brought back. 

After his release from the penitentiary 
he went to Fitzgerald, Ga., and married 
the daughter of the wealthiest citizen of 
that place, and was awarded the contract 
to build a water works system for that 
city. He soon skipped out from that 
place, carrying with him the greater por- 
tion of his wife’s money. 

When next heard from he was in Mex- 
icé City. He was afterwards heard from 
in different parts of the United States. 
His spectacular ending was quite in 
keeping with his wonderful career of 
crime and confidencé.

LYNCHING AND THE FEDERAL COURTS. 
If a decision rendered by. Judge Thomas G. Jones, of, the federal court 
of Alabama, is sustained by the supreme court of the United States, it will 
mean that those guilty of the indefensible practice of lynching will in fu- 


ture almost inevitably meet punishment. 
The constitutional right granted every itien of the United. States of 


|a free and fair trial and‘ the protection of the law is' the basis of the opinion 


in the case of Powell, rendered by Jones. 

The forcible wresting of a prisoner from the protection of any state 
or county officer and the putting to death of such person—in other words, 
the failure of the state to insure to every prisoner all the rights to which 
he is entitled under the constitution—is held by Judge Jones to be sufficient 
for the United States authorities to take a hand and the federal courts to 
assume jurisdiction. 

There is probably nothing that would so surely inspire heedless rioters 
and thoughtless henchmen of Judge Lynch with a salutary and profound re- 
gard for the law and induce a sober second thought before committing acts 
of violence, as the belief that such participation in lawlessness was almost 
sure to merit and insure punishment. 

Under the impelling influence of horror and vengeance, stirred up and 
lashed into a fury by the commission of frightful crimes, men are too apt 
to lost control of their reason, forget their duty to the state, their moral 
obligation and their personal accountability. They forget that the law which 
they have violated is their own safest protection, and that the power which 
they have derided is the one they must turn to for the preservation of con- 
ditions that will permit themselves and their families to live in the state of 
greatest peace and security. 

There is no need here to enumerate the excuses and the justification 
urged by those who have participated in mob outbreaks, whether the victim 
is a brutal criminal or innocent, law-abiding, peaceful and industrious ne- 
groes, as were those who perished in the recent Atlanta riots. 

If the mob leaders and the members of lawless hordes were reasonably 
certain of being punished for participation in the bloody work of a lynching 
bee, their obligation. to assume the duties of judge, jury and executioner 
would undoubtedly appear to them in an entirely new light. 

The reasonable certainty of immunity from punishment has converted 
many a weak-kneed coward into a redoubtable leader of a mob. 

The Constitution has long lamented the evil of lawlessness and pro- 
tested against the assumption by an irresponsible and unrestrained crowd of 
men of the right of administering vengeance instead of lawy It has pointed 
out with such force as was within its power the inevitable consequences of 
lawlessness and the demoralizing influence of trampling law and order un- 
der toot. 

It is unnecessary to reiterate the arguments and the reasons which urge 
against the precipitation of a condition of affairs which must, in its final 
analysis, mean the complete subserviance of legal processes and result in 
anarchy. 

Governor Northen has waged a splendid, patriotic and Christian fight 
against this evil in Georgia; ministers of the state have added their prv- 
test, the most prominent members of the bench and bar of Georgia have 
entered the crusade and good men everywhere who believe in rendering jus- 
tice, even to the most depraved and criminal, fee] that civilization can bet- 
ter be safeguarded by the courts than by the mob. 

The Constitution is fully. aware of the sentiment in certain quarters 
which condones and seems even to applaud lynching. The sentiment of 
Senator Tillman, “to hell with the law,” finds acceptance in many lesser 
minds and among many less bitter individuals. 

We have long pointed out the practical certainty of federal interference 
in one shape or another, if lawlessness and mob rule is not checked and res- 
olutely put down by the force of local public sentiment. . Judge Jones 
has attempted to point a way by which the federal courts can assume juris- 
diction, and sustains his position with citations of the rights granted under 
the thirteenth and fourteenth amendments to the constitution. 

If this decision is affirmed by the supreme court and federa] courts are 
given jurisdiction in cases of lynching, where prisoners are taken in defi- 
ance of the authority of the local officers, convictions and punishments will 
result which are utterly impossible under the present state of affairs. . The 
federal government could change the place of holding the trial of accused 
lynchers from the county in which the act is committed to one in a distant 
part of the state, where the pressure of local acquaintanceship and influence 
would be removed. 

The question involved is purely a legal one and it must be settled by 
the highest court on its lega] merits. 

Regardless of how it is settled, The Constitution most emphatically reit- 
erates and repeats what it has previously s@d on this subject. Its position 
is one that ail good men must approve and that all law-abiding men must 
indorse.

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PROMISE, BUT NOT PERFORMANCE. 


The United States postoffice department has promised in numerous in- 
stancés to “investigate” the.ever-recurring complaint of delayed mails, and 
“to take such action as the case might demand,” or words to that effect. 

But the people, up te date, have had to take it out in promises—to ac- 
cept the alleged will for the absent deed. : 

Writing from Talbotton, a well-known traveling man informs The Con- 
stitution that on five days out of the last eleven, up to Tuesday, the Central 
of Georgia railway has missed the important mails from the east destined 
for Reynolds, Butler, Talbotton, Columbus and all intermediate points, as 
well gs points beyond’.Columbus on the Birmingham division. 

The people of Talbotton, says the writer, have taken the matter up and 
appealed to the postoffice department for relief from conditions which have 
become weli-nigh intolerable. All they have got in that direction so far 
is a promise to “investigate.” ; - 

These investigations may be made or they may not; we do not pretend 
to say, for the department has never condescended to take the public into 
its confidence in the matter of its alleged ¢fforts to bring about these 
reforms, at least not to the extent of informing them what has or has not 


been done in the individual cases in which they are interested. But there 
is one thing that is self-evident, and that is the railroads are still being 
paid for this service, whether they render it or not; otherwise there is no 
ik there would be better service.

This 
letter was given to the public with 
the consent, and at the request, of 
the president. ee 

The circumstances surrounding the 
publication of this letter are such as 
to make it, tentatively at least, if not 
definitely, in its substantial particu- 
lars, an expression of the views held 
by President Roosevelt. Indeed, that 
may be said to be its chief signifi- 
cance. 

The letter of Judge Farrar, recently 
published in full in The Constitution, 
forces the conclusion that its chief 
end is the complete federal control of 
ali railroad lines, to the exclusion of 
practically every vestige of state au- 
thority, warrant for which is found, it 


is urged, in the constitutional grant of |. 


power to the general government “to 
establish postoffices and post roads.” 
In substance, it is proposed that the 
federal government shall take over 
the rights of’ way of all existing rail- 
road linés, declare them post roads, 
and then deed them in perpetuity to 
the corporations, which shall use them 
under such laws and regulations as 
the government may prescribe. 
There can be no doubt that there is 
a well-defined tendency in the direc- 
tion of such complete government con- 
trol of railroad lines as Judge Farrar 
seems to propose, and to which the 
president thus gives indirect indorse- 
ment. It will be recalled that every 
one of the great railroad presidents 
who have swung more or less into 
line with the times has appealed par- 
ticularly to federal control, with the 
evident, purpose in view of escaping 
state regulation and legislation; and 
there is little doubt, as Judge Farrar 
suggests, “that the railroads of the 
country would willingly suvmit to the 
drastic regulation and supervision,” 


which he proposes through the me-) 


dium of the federal government, in 
order to escape “from all contro] of 
the states and of their political sub- 
divisions.” 

That there is yet to come a more 
complete regulation and control of 
railroads by the federal government 
than now exists, cannot be doubted; 
but if the plan outlined by Judge Par- 
rar and given to the public by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, contemplates the total 
elimination of the state from consid- 
eration, it is not, likely “that it will 
ever reach the stage of statute. 

There are Gertain features of rail- 
road contro] which the states would, 
doubtless, relinquish in toto to the 
federal government. There are cer- 
tain other things which the states 
will never consent to give up, such as 
the right of taxation in accordance 
with their laws, and the power to re- 
quire conformity to plans and meth- 
ods which conduce to the public safety 
and corivenience. 

The problem is not one which can 
be solved in a day. An advanced 
step was taken when the rate-making 
power, as to interstate commerce, was 
conferred on the interstate commerce 
commission. Further progress will 
be made by similar stages and de- 
grees, until finally a clear definition 
has been reached of the functions of 
the federal government on the one 
hand, and the rights and powers of 
the state on the other, in dealing 
with these great public corporations.

LAW FO LLY 


e AS SHOWN IN LOVING-ESTES CASE _ 


(From The inh seid (N. Cc.) Observer.) 

As has appeared not unlikely from the 
first, the conduct of former County Judge 
W. G. Loving in killing young Theodore 
Estes at Oakridge, Va., two weeks ago, 
is beginning to wear a very bad aspect, 


-indeed. Not only, according to the un- 


controverted and apperently universal 
belief in the. Oakridge neighborhood was 
the Estes boy innocent, but the man who 
drove !0 milés to-his place of work and 


then ‘shot him down without permitting 
& word of explanation had little or no 
Cause to believe him guilty. In a state- 
ment immediately after the shooting, 
Judge Loving declared that Estes had 
drugged and assaulted Miss Lizzie Lov- 
ing, the ex-judge’s daughter, during a 
night drive, and that after hearing ‘the 
terrible story from her own lips the next 
day he had been irresistibly impelled to 
wreak summary vengeance. Before the 
bail commissioner—an official whose 
ready complaisance deserveg severe cen- 
sure—he did not make any such charge. 
Tt shortly afterwards developed that so 
far from having been told this story bv 
his daughter he had not -een her at all. 
Any excuse for his conduct must rest 
solely upon the fact, with which he had 
been duly made acquainted, that Miss 
Loving had returned in an intoxicated 
condition from a drive with the Estes 
boy. How far he was responsible for 
other misstatements then put in circu- 
lation does not appear at this distance. 
For one thing. Dr. W. A. Strother. who 
was declared to have discovered that an 
assault had heen committed. enters ao- 
solute denial. Among the earlier state- 
ments given ont by relatives of voune 
Estes ts the-follgwing, which has not 
heen denied: 

“Tt is tre that Theodore gave Miss 
Loving a drink of whisky at her reovnest, 
as he had done on other occasions. Theo- 
dore Estes wa< riot a drinking man. He 
had of late taken a drink occasionaliv 
for a cough with which he was afflicted. 
He was never known to be drunk or {m- 
moral or at all dissipated, and was a 
young man of high sensé of honor. integ- 
rity, courteous and polite and beloved by 
all that knew him. 

“The thought that he has heen shot 
down in hig young life tn this manner 
and is resting under the charge of an 
awful crime like this—he heing dead and 
not able to answer for himself—is both 
harrowing and saddening to his kinspeo- 
ple and friends. 

“The roads driven over by Theodore 
and Miss Loving are the main thorough- 
fares of the county and are thickly set- 
tled, there being houses occupied by fam- 
ilies all along the route. No assault 
could have been made upon Miss Loving 
on these drives. 

“The physical condition of the roads 
are such that it is impossible to drive out 
of the road only into the yards of some 
one’s house. 

“The statement that Mr. Estes and Miss 
Loving returned to Lovingston late at 
night is misleading and not true. They

“Miss Loving, so far as the testimony 
goes, has never stated qr has never 
charged Theodore Estes with an assauli.” 
- In view of all-this it is not remark- 
‘able that feeling in the neighborhood 
shoiid be running so high agains# 
Judge Loving as to cause mob .violence 
The scenes 
at the dead boy’s funeral were most 
pitiable. His father and brother, who 
were at first reported to haye vowed 
vengeance, have announced their’ pur- 
pose to let the law take its course. 

The thumiliation inflicted upon the 
young lady by her father’s course is al- 
most as bad’ a matter as the killing 
of Estes. To make grounds of condem- 
nation complete it only remained for 
the public to learn of the dead boy's in- 
nocence through Miss Loving herself. 
Says *a Charlotte special of the 29th 
ult. to The Washington Post: 

‘Miss Elizabeth Loving, whose ride 
with Theodore Estes, at Lovington, two 
weeks ago, resulted in her father, Judge 
Loving, a man both very proud and 
a letter a few days ago to a girl friend 
in this county, fully exonerates Estes, 
it is said, and expresses amazement at 
her father’s act. Miss Loving, it is said, 
defends the memory of the victim to the 
extent of testifying that he had always 
treated her with courtesy and considera- 
tinn. 

“Since the tragedy Judge Loving and 
his family have lived in setlusion, and 
no statement from thent or about them 
has reached the outside world until this 
letter, which discloses the extreme un- 
happiness of the entire family circle. It 
is alleged that Miss Loving used the 
word ‘crazed’ as descriptive of their 
mental and nervous condition.” 

It has also become known that Judge 
Lovink, a man both very proud and | 
very hot-tempered, had previously * 
shown marked feeling against Estes, 
whose family he did not regard as equal 
to his own, for presuming to show his 
daughter any attention. It will be re- 
membered that the only words he used 
when in the act of killing were, ‘So 
you were out with the ladies last night, 
were you?” 

The evil of making a man. judge, jury 
and executioner in his own cause could 
hardly be illustrated better than by this 
case as the facts now appear to stand. 
Let a slayer be acquitted on the ground 
that his victim ‘ought to have been 
killed.” and many are devoted to death 
who are innocent or but little blamable. 
The Loving case is the natural sequel to 
the Strother case, if, indeed, the gen- 
eral carnival of crime which has raged 
in Virginia since the law was so con- 
spicuously put to shame at Culpeper Is 
not largely traceable to the same evil 
precedent. In the abstract, the “‘unwrit- 
ten law’’ appeals powerfully to The Ob- 
server, but its manifest actual workings 
a.e such that we find great difficulty 
in understanding how any newspaper or 
individual] not utterly lacking in & sense 
of duty to society can do otherwise fhan 
earnestly condemn it.

G. §. and F. Tax Returns. 

The annual tax returns of the Geor- 
gia Southern and Florida railroad, 
which has 239 miles of main line in 
the state from Macon to the Florida 
line, were placed in the hands of Comp- 
troller General W. A. Wright yester- 
day by Judge John I. Hall, of Macon, 
counsel for that road. 

The Georgia Southern and Florida re- 
turns its total property, including 43 
miles of sidetracks, at $4,129,560, of 
which $825,000 is franchise. The fran- 
chise return is the same as that for 
last year, but there is an increase of 
$202.58! in the total return over that 
last vear due principally to pur- 
chases of new rolling stock. The 
comptroller general has not yet acted 
on the return.

demand to that effect has been made 
by Captain Wright. Mr. Bradford 
stated the reason the Louisville and 
Nashville's new freight terminals in 
Atlanta were not included in the re- 
turn was that they were not com- 
pleted or tn use on March 31. the date 
for making tax returns. Of course 
this does not relieve the company 
from making a return of whatever in- 
vestment it has in the property. 


A. B. and A. Hearing. 

Representatives of the Atlanta, Bir- 
mingham and Atlantic Railroad Com- 
pany yesterday urged the railroad com- 
mission not to take agy action which 
would result in a reduction of their 
freight rates at the present time, on 
account of the fact that this line is 
yet in an incomplete condition, and 
that it is now experiencing some dif- 
ficulty in getting sufficient funds to 
complete its lines into Atlanta and Bir- 
mingham. 

For these reasons, it was stated, any 
reduction in its rates at the present 
time would operate as a severe han- 
dicap. It was argued that the commis- 
sion should allow this new line two 
or three years in which to establish it- 
self before making any reductions in 
its rates.

Mr. Methvin will travel 
over the state purchasing samples of va- 
rious food stuffs which will be shipped 
to the state capitol for examination 
by the department chemists, and 4 
proper labeling by him.

When asked what they thought about 
the proposition of the mayor to have the 
city engineer and the commissioner of 
public works elected by the city council, 
instead of by the people, both Captain 
Robert M. Clayton ang Henry L, Col- 
lier say they have no objections to of- 
fer. 

Engineer Clayton and Commissioner 
Collier were both elected at the ballot 
box, and if the recommendation of the 
mayor to make their offices elective be- 
fore council is carried out they will not 
be on the oity ticket next year. 

Claptain Clayton was asked what he 
thought of the mayor’s proposition, and 
his reply was: 

“I have nothing to do with it. I am 
the city engineer, and am trying to at- 
tend to my business. If the coundl 
wants to elect the city engineer instead 
of letting that officer be voted for at 
the ballot bom, it is all the same to me, 
I have been elected by the. ocuncil be- 
fore the office went before«the people, 
and I. have been electeq by the peo- 
ple ever since. If it is desired to g0 


willing.’’ 

Mr. Collier's reply to the same ques- 
tion about the mayor's proposition was: 
He Is Also Willing. 
“Anything suits me. I am looking aft- 
ér my business, and doing all I can 
for the city’s interests. Whatever is the 
mode of election is a matter of indif- 
ference to me. The council knows its 
business, and if it in-its wisdom thinks 
it best for the commissioner of public 
works to be chosen by that body, I am 

willing.’’ ° 

It seems pretty certain that the rec- 
ommendation of the mayor will be 
adopted, and that an amendment to the 
charter will be secured which wiil em- 
power the city to elect the city engineer 
and the commissioner of public works by 
the council. 

It is believed that this will be the 
best way to settle the unpleasantness 
between the city engineer and the com- 
missioner. It is said that if both of- 
ficers are amenable to the city council 
they can be made to harmonize more, 
and that there will be less friction ‘be- 
tween the two. 

At the very beginning of his adminis- 
tration, Mayor Joyner noticed that the 
engineer and the commissioner did not 
get along smoothly, and he made some 
efforts to ascertain what caused the 
friction. The result was that he rec- 
ommended that the manner of election 
be changed so as to place both officers 
directly under the supervision of the 
council. 


MILLS WARNED 
ABOUT BAD MEAL 


Some Question Raised About 
Georgia Law Relating to 
Cotton Seed Products, — 


There is some question as to whether 
the fourteen cotton seed _ oil mills 
whose meal was recently put under 
the ban by the commissioner of agri- 
culture, will submit to the order of 
the department in so far as it re- 
quires them to make restriction of all 
money received for cotton seed meal 
falling below the standard, without a 
contest in the courts. 

There is a dispute invovling between 
the mills ana the department as to the 
meaning of the law, and it is stated 
that the law is, in some respects, con- 
fusing and in need of amendment if it 
is to be properly enforced. The mills 
claim that the department has no au- 
thority to deal with any meal except 
that which it has specifically inspected 
and analyzed. The department states 
it is impossible to inspect and analyze 
every sack of meal and ghat it can 
only deal with certain lots, each of 
which must be judged by samples 
taken at ranca.om. | 

Every indication having pointed to 
the fact that the crop of cotton seed 
for this season would fall short in 
richness as compared with former 
crops, Commissioner Hudson took the 
precation last fall of warning all the 
mills in the state that they would 
have to be on their guard and take 
precautions to see that any nmieal sold 
by them came up to the required 
standard of 6.18 per cent of nitrogen, 
which is the equivalent of 7.50 per 
cent of ammonia. Many of the mills

paid no attention to this. and the con- 
sequence is that in many cases their 
product was found to fall short of the 
legal requirements. There was _-noth- 
ing for the commissioner of agricul- 
ture to co under the circumstanges but 
‘prohibit the sale of it.
